in Mexteo City to the Soviet Mabassy there, using his own rame. Speaking 
broken Russian and using his true nome, COWALD was telkins to the Enbassy 
gtara, OBYEDXOY, who often answers the phone. OSWALD said he had visited 


the Enbassy the previons Saturday (28 Eeptender 1963) and spoken to 2

This plece of information was produced from a telezhone tap conte

Our joint center produces sreat 
nasees of telephone intercepts which are transeribed and reviewed by our 
small staff in Mexico Clty. By 9 October, the OSWALD denne conversa- 
tion of 1 Cetober had been transcribed and a pummaxy of it cablea to 
Washington. The ae Lee seats neant nothing special to our Hexice 
City Station, but in their report they did judge him to be on American
